It appears that in Mullan, Idaho, instead of 
an 
attempt to enforce the prohibitory law, 
ihat there was rather passive acquiescence in 
the violation of the 1aw\ and a taxation of 
“speakeasies*’ undertaken by the city officials, 
with the agreement of the sheriff. 
The money, as far as was learned, was used 
for the legitimate purposes of the city gov- 
ernment, none of it being in the hands of the 
! officials. 
However, some of the county of­ 
ficials, including the sheriff and his deputies, 
iwcre charged with conspiracy, and were fined 
$i.ooo each, and sentenced to two years in 
prison. 
The case was carried up, and the l niton 
¡States Circuit Court in San Francisco yester­ 
day declared that no crime had lieen commit­ 
ted, that this kind of thing could be done. W e 
are very much afraid that this ts the law, and 
that it is good law. 
In a democracy there, is nothing that can 
take the place of public sentiment, and if a 
city permits officials to tax crime rather than 
eradicate it, there is nothing which can be 
done with the officials other than to change 
them for a different group, and elect officials 
who believe in the law. 
To be sure, it doesn’t 
mean that the people can continue to violate 
Federal law with impunity, but if there is

newspaper, independent in its action, fearless 
in its utterance, and reliable in its news. 
This 
paper, like every other great institution, be­ 
came what it was liecause there was a real 
man behind it. 
Joseph Pulitzer was a man of 
force and of conviction.

his will are well worth noting, where are ex­ 
pressed in most solemn manner the real con­ 
victions and purpose of M r. Pulitzer: 


I particularly enjoin m y « on» and m y de­ 
scendant* the duty of preserving, perfecting and 
perpetuating "The W orld" new spaper 
(to the 
m aintenance and upbuilding of w hich I have 
sacrificed bit health and stre n g th) in the sam e 
spirit in which I have striven to create and 
conduct it as a public Institution, from 
m o­ 
tives higher than m ere gain, it having been 
my desire tha t It should be a t all tim es con­ 
ducted in a spirit of independence and w ith a 
view to inculcating high stan d ard s and public 
spirit am ong the people and their official re p­ 
resentatives. and It 1» m y earn est wish tha t 
said 
new spaper 
shall hereafter 
be 
conducted 
upon the sam e principles. 


But unfortunately M r. Pulitzer could not 
see the situation financially. 
W e are not suf­ 
ficiently familiar with the local condition m 
New York City now to know the reason for the 
failure of The W orld to keep abreast. 
It has 
been changed much in the last few years, with 
the entrance into the city of the Scnpps- 
Howard newspaper syndicate by the purchase 
of The Telegram. 
The W orld was founded in i860 by 
A l e x 
ander Cummins and bought later by Pulitzer 
from Ja r Gould, railroad man, for $346,000. 
Joseph Pulitzer came from Hungary. He swam 
ashore from the boat at Boston during the 
Civil war. 
He became one of the foremost 
figures of American journalism. 
He was bat­ 
tling constantly with 
1 ammany, and at the 
time of the Panama Canal acquisition by Roose­ 
velt, he had a memorable contest with tht 
President. 
H e was responsible 
very 
largely 
tor the 
Hughes 
life 
insurance 
investigation, 
which 
brought Charles Evans H ughes into the lime­ 
light, and his combats with James Gordon 
Bennett of The Telegram will be forever mem­ 
ories, and yet with the irony of fate his papei 
has now become merged with The Telegram. 
H e founded and endowed what is now one 01 
the best schools of journalism in the country. 
Newspaper men, generally, will be sorry to 
see the passing of the New York W orld.

According to the newrs yesterday, Edward E. 
Sweeney, a former Los Angeles lobbyist, who 
had been convicted of obtaining $iqo,ooo fraud­ 
ulently from the Southern California Gas com­ 
pany, was released from the San Quentin pris­ 
on on parole on December 23rd, last. 
This man, it appears, was sentenced to sev­ 
en years on a charge of forgery and grand 
theft. 
He had been in San Quentin less than 
three rears. 
Last December, it was learned 
that the Parole board had determined to re­ 
lease him. and the release was made effective 
in December. 
It has just come out. 
At the same time, John Kenneth Fronk, who 
had embezzled $340,000, and had served five 
years of a ten-vear sentence, was also granted 
a parole. 
I t does seem as though such light 
sentences for

serious 
offenses puts a 
premium upon crime, and suggests to those 
who are inclined to criminal action that if they 
are going to steal, they should not do it in a 
small way. 
They m ustn’t steal a loaf of bread, 
but steal" hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
or a railroad or something.

Evi­ 
dently the purchasing power of the dollar has increased. 
In other 
words, its value has changed. 
You can understand that, even if some of our leading finan­ 
cial journals, published in Wall Street, cannot. 
One of them 
says, editorially: 
“Our American dollar stands alone, unchanged and un­ 
changing. 
Because it exemplifies the gold standard, in itself it 
is stable. 
How has its purchasing power changed? This is a su­ 
preme fallacy. 
It has not changed. 
It stands out above the 
carping critics who would make it a shifting thing. 
This editor evidently refers to us, but he is mistaken. 
We 
do not want to MAKE our dollar a shifting thing. 
The trouble 
with us is, we cannot get rid of the impression that the dollar is 
already a shifting thing. 
If it would buy 102 units of goods in 
1880 , it would buy 
14 5 units in 189 5. but only 
5 9 units in 19 2 5. 
Since 19 2 5, the value of the dollar has gone up again. 
Now it 
will buy 
7 6 units. 
Until the dollar gets over these roller-coaster shifts, everybody 
who ever owned a dollar, or ever expects to own one, ought to be 
counted among its carping critics.
